or last Sunday , and the pheas­ 
ant season, which was to hav e 
beg un last Monday . 
The g ov ernor’s order reopen­ 
ing the forests and the hunting 
seasons followed 
ov e r n i g h t 
rains ov er most of the state. 
Many areas were weU soaked. 
To Ex tend Time 
Simultaneously with the g ov ­ 
ernor’s 
reopening 
order, 
the

nounced that hunting seasons 
would be ex tended to compen­ 
sate for the time lost. 
Commissioner Perry B. Dnr- 
y ea said the Adirondack deer 
and bear season, which would 
hav e ended Nov .

cost of living, 
pushed upward 
mainly b y higher rents, clothing 
costs and medical ex penses, set 
another new record last month, 
the government reported today. 
The Lab or Departm ent’s Bu­ 
reau of Lab or Statistics announced 
that its consumer price* index 
reached 115.2 in mid-Septemb er, 
a rise of two-tenths of 1 per cent 
over the record August level. 
This was the seventh straight 
monthly increase. 
The index is a composite aver­ 
age of retail prices paid b y the 
American 
household 
for 
b asic 
goods and services as compared 
with 19 47-19 49 . 
The b ureau said a decline in re­ 
tail food prices b etween August 
and Septemb er was not enough to 
offset higher prices for all other 
types of consumer goods and serv­ 
ices. 
Clothing Prices Up 
Clothing prices were up 1 per 
cent over August, housing rose 
three-tenths of 1 per cent and 
medical care wept up seven-tenths 
of 1 per cent. 
Meanwhile food- dropped three- 
tenths of 1 per cent.

prices have risen gradually since 
Feb ruary. 
The total increase in 
that time has b een 1.6 per cent.

Clothing Prices Up 
Clothing prices were up 1 per 
cent over August, housing rose 
three-tenths of 1 per cent and 
medical care wept up seven-tenths 
of 1 per cent.

It truly must be a 
hard job if so much is said about it. I looked up 
what it has done during the twentieth century. 
William McKinley was assassinated. 
Theodore Roosevelt left the Presidency in 1909; 
then he went hunting in Africa, edited the 
Inde­ 
p endent” ; ran for a third term on the “Bull 
Moose” ticket; tried to get into World War I; 
died in 1919 at the age of 60.

William Howard Taft .left the ^ d e n c y m 
1913’ he became Chief Justice of the Lnited States, 
died in 1930 at the age of 72.

Woodrow Wilson died of a tumor on the brain 
at the age of 67. He became ill during his Presi­ 
dency. There is no evidence that hard work had 
anything to do with it. 
W arren Harding died in office at 
under cir­ 
cumstances whiclv leave the cause of death in 
doubt; but it was net overwork. 
Calvin Coolidge left the Presidency in 1929. 
He died of a heart attack in 1933 at the age of 60. 
Herbert Hoover is still alive at the age of <9. 
He is actively engaged in the reorganization of 
the Federal Government at the head of a commis­ 
sion that bears his name 
. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died in office at the age 
of 63. He had served three terms and was in his 


Harry* Truman, who left the Presidency less 
than a year ago, is busy writing an autobiograp hy, 
making sp eeches and traveling about the country*. 
He is 69 years old. 
This is the record. Out of nine, only two died 
in office on account of illness; one was assassinat­ 
ed. As most Presidents are p ast middle age, death 
is not unexp ected; the seven who died averaged 
62tt years, if that tells anything. 
There is no evidence in any kind of statistics 
that hard work, p articularly mental work, ever 
killed anybody. As a m atter of fact, the records 
tend to show that mental workers live long, p er­ 
hap s because they keep out of the way of acci­ 
dents, do not strain vital organs, and do not exer­ 
cise. (The last p oint is a p rivate theory of my own 
based on nothing.) Also, mental workers generally 
eat lustily, which, according to the doctors, should 
shorten their lives. Ckily in the case of Harding is 
there even a susp icion that his death had any­ 
thing to do with eating. 
The Presidency of the United States is an in­ 
teresting, exciting, challenging job. Some p sy­ 
chologists insist that boredom in old age is a cause 
of decay and death. No one can take the Presi­ 
dency' seriously and be bored with the job.

A SON RETURNS 
It has been heartening to observe the 
reaction of the American people to the sol­ 
dier who decided to return home after first 
declaring that he wanted to remain with his 
Communist captors in Korea. There is a 
readiness to forgive him and almost no 
desire to be self-righteous about the fact 
that he made a serious mistake. 
For the soldier’s parents the decision was 
a happy one. They are ready to welcome 
him, as are his neighbors and friends. It is 
possible that he may have to face army dis­ 
cipline for his earlier action. It is the nature 
of the world that a man must take respon­ 
sibility for what he does. But whatever hap­ 
pens to him in this country he will be far 
better off than if he had remained with the 
Communists who were only interested in 
using him for propaganda purposes. 
A man who has strayed from the path of 
patriotism and who realizes the error of his 
ways can be rehabilitated. It is good to see 
Americans remember the parable of the 
father who received his prodigal son with 
affection and understanding. 
MORE BUSINESS—SAME PROFIT 
During the first six months of this year 
department stores and specialty stores both 
did more business, measured by dollar 
volume, than in the same period in 1952, 
the improvement being three per cent and 
four per cent respectively. 
It might naturally be expected that this 
meant a comparable rise in profits. But that 
was not the case. The net profits for depart­ 
ment stores advanced to 1.3 per cent of net 
sales as compared with 0.8 per cent for the 
corresponding period a year ago—a gain of 
one half of one per cent.

THE PRESIDENCY 
Ever since I can remember, the Presidency has 
been called a man-killing job. It truly must be a 
hard job if so much is said about it. I looked up 
what it has done during the twentieth century: 
William McKinley was assassinated. 
Theodore Roosevelt left the Presidency in 1909; 
then he went hunting in Africa, edited the "Inde­ 
pendent"; ran for a third term on the "Bull 
Moose" ticket; tried to get into World War I; 
died in 1919 at the age of 60. 
William Howard Taft left the Presidency in 
1913; he became Chief Justice of the United States; 
died in 1930 at the age of 72. 
Woodrow Wilson died of a tumor on the brain 
at the age of 67. He became ill during his Presi­ 
dency. There is no evidence that haid work had 
anything to do with it. 
Warren Harding died in office at Si under cir­ 
cumstances which* leave the cause of death in 
doubt; but it was net oxfrwork. 
Calvin Coolidge left the Presidency in 1929. 
He died of a heart attack in 1933 at the age of 60. 
Herbert Hoover is still alive at the age of 79. 
He is actively engaged in the reorganization of 
the Federal Government at the head of a commis­ 
sion that bears his name. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died in office at the age 
of 63. He had served three terms and was in his 
fourth. 
Harry Truman, who left the Presidency less 
than a year ago, is busy writing an autobiography, 
making speeches and traveling about the country. 
He is 69 years old. 
This is the record. Out of nine, only two died 
in office on account of illness; one was assassinat­ 
ed. As most Presidents are past middle age, death 
is not unexpected; the seven who died averaged 
62Vt years, if that tells anything. 
There is no evidence in any kind of statistics 
that hard work, particularly mental work, ever 
killed anybody. As a m atter of fact, the records 
tend to show'* that mental workers live long, per­ 
haps because they keep out of the way of acci­ 
dents, do not strain vital organs, and do not exer­ 
cise. (The last point is a private theory of my own 
based on nothing.) Also, mental workers generally 
eat lustily, which, according to the doctors, should 
shorten their lives. tyily in the case of Harding is 
there even a suspicion that his death had any­ 
thing to do with eating. 
TTie Presidency of the United States is an in­ 
teresting, exciting, challenging job. Some psy­ 
chologists insist that boredom in old age is a cause 
of decay and death. No one can take the Presi­ 
dency seriously and be bored with the job. Every 
moment something new' and vital appears to 
stimulate the mind. Of course, if a man, such as 
Harding, likes to dodge responsibility, he may find 
that the challenges pass him by. Charles Evans 
Hughes, who was Harding’s Secretary of Staff?, did 
most of the broad thinking of that administration. 
He died at the age of 86, after serving as Chief 
Justice of the United States. 
The Presidency is a political position in a free 
society, which means that the President must be 
mentally agile, quick in his perceptions, capable 
of adjusting to public opinion, a mass psychologist 
to keep himself popular, an orator of sufficient 
calibre not to bore his nation, a leader of a party 
experienced enough not to lose elections. No Presi­ 
dent can succeed, just as no governor of a state 
can succeed, who lacks these qualities, even if he 
is a competent administrator. 
The position therefore requires unusual ma­ 
turity and a philosophic turn of mind. Theodore 
Roosevelt, William Howard Taft. Calvin Coolidge, 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt combined all these 
qualities. Herbert Hoover was too honest intel­ 
lectually and too truthful in the expression of his 
views for the Presidency; he achieved his greatest 
popularity 20 years after he left that office. Harry 
Truman still needs to be appraised. Eisenhower is 
in office and cannot be discussed objectively. 
I doubt that the Presidency is a man-killing 
job except for those who dislike its numerous chal­ 
lenges and who cannot understand the nature of a 
free society and the limitations of constitutional 
government. Such a man finds its inhibitions dis­ 
tasteful and fails. Few such have reached the 
Presidency.

NERVOUS TENSION AND SKIN ERUPTIONS 
Just as infected teeth were blamed some years 
ago for all kinds of diseases, our jokester friends 
now say that when a physician cannot find the 
cause of certain symptoms, he tells the patient 
that the disease—asthma, heart disturbance, arth­ 
ritis— is caused by the patient’s nerves.

In the British Practitioner, Dr. II. R. Vickers, 
Royal Infirmary, Sheffield, states that true or or­ 
ganic skin diseases of themselves are few'. On the 
other hand, general emotional tension appears to 
play a leading part in many dermatoses (skin dis­ 
eases). Probably the first abnormal change is ir­ 
ritation and skin diseases are produced by rubbing 
rather than by scratching. "Almost always there is 
some history of nervous emotional tension although 
it may not follow the tension immediately. Cure 
depends on finding the emotional disturbance; for­ 
tunately in this type of case this is not difficult" 
In most of these cases the emotional disturb­ 
ance is caused by frustration. “The problem is us­ 
ually not sexual maladjustment but is more com­ 
monly associated with some deep sense of frustra­ 
tion and injustice.” 
One of the skin diseases commonly associated 
with emotional upsets is rosacea, congestion of the 
skin, blushing; skin may become permanently red­ 
dened. 
Emotional factors seem commonly to be respon­ 
sible for return of psoriasis and eczema. "Some­ 
times after some severe emotional upset, a patient 
will have a skin reaction to some substance he has 
handled for years wdthout having had any skin 
symptoms before. The symptoms appear suddenly, 
often overnight, and the patient's story of how' they 
appear does not conform with the usual develop­ 
ment of a known skin disease." 
Return of the symptoms may follow periods of 
stress or coincide with a time when observation 
and attention are expected, as just before a visit 
to the doctor. There is nearly alw’ays a history of 
genuine (often trivial) injury or infective condition 
which required attention and dressing. There is 
often a past history' of emotional crisis, nervous 
instability or "breakdown." 
What about treatment of skin ailments caused 
by the emotions? 
The ideal object of the treatment is the patient’s 
own realization that his or her lack of ability to 
properly face life’s problems causes tension and this 
tension affects nerves and bloodvessels of the skin. 
Blushing is an example.

We a re getting ra ther stra nge 
idea s of government when we 
conclude j tha t the fa ilure of , a n 
executive to domina te the popu­ 
la rly elected legisla tors on a ll is­ 
sues 
is rega rded a s conclusive 
evidence his ca reer is ended. We 
need executives who a re willing 
to sta te 
their convictions 
a nd 
fight, for them. But we a lso need 
legisla tors who will ma ke their 
own decisions in keeping with the 
powers delega ted to them by the 
people.

han, officer in charge, Veterans 
Administration, 286 Fair street, 
announced today. 
Sheehan said the limitation for 
these non-compensabie cases was 
made under the basic 1933 law 
that authorizes the Administrator 
of Veteran Affairs to provide such 
medical, surgical or dental serv­ 
ice as is “reasonably necessary” 
for diseases or injuries incurred 
or aggravated in line of duty in 
the active military or naval serv­ 
ice. 
The limitation by the Veterans 
Administration does not apply to 
veterans receiving disability com- i 
pensation 
for 
service-connected 
dental conditions or disabilities. 
Nor does it apply to those veter­ 
ans who require treatment for 
dental conditions, whether or not 
service-connected, 
w h i c h 
are 
medically found to be aggraviting 
another service-connected disabil­ 
ity.

New York, Oct, 28 (JP)—United 
Slates Steel Corp. is racing along 
at 100 per cent of its theoretical 
1953 operating capacity and pro­ 
ducing steel at an annual rate bet­ 
ter than it did in any of the World 
Wor 2 years. 
Board Chairman Benjamin F. 
Fairless expressed confidence yes­ 
terday that the full capacity oper- 
atioas would continue for the rest 
of this year, and keep at 95 per 
cent for the first quarter of 1954. 
The world’s biggest steel pro­ 
ducer disclosed these highlights of 
its nine-month record after the 
meeting of the board of directors 
for the third quarter: 
Its net income for the third 
quarter soared to 
a 37-year-high 
for such 
a period, which is nor­ 
mally pretty fow. 
The earnings 
for 
the 
July-August-September 
period were $61,706,264 or $2.12 a 
share—greatest third quarter in­ 
come since the 1916 high of $69,- 
601,175, equal to $2.42 a share. 
All-Time Record 
An all-time record was hit in 
shipments of steel products during 
the first nine months this year 
with a total of 18,951,123 tons. 
The previous record nine-month 
total was 18,344,497 tons in 1951. 
The third quarter income figure 
also was the biggest for any quar­ 
ter since the three months ended 
June 30, 1950 which netted $69,- 
861,496. 
The third quarter’s income com­ 
pared with $55,640,806, equal to 
$1.89 a share, for the preceding 
three-months, and $30,405,472, or 
92 cents a share for the strike- 
marred third quarter of 1952. 
The corporation’s net income 
for the first nine months of this 
year boomed to $166,723,028, or 
$5.66 a share, as compared with

While area high schools, notably Poughkeepsie and Port Jervis, 
justifiably complain about the mounting difficulty of booking an 
8-game football schedule, Kingston High’s 1954 slate is fairly well 
set, Coach G. Warren Kias reports.

In all fairness to both schools, and to expose the popular 
theory that the ‘incidents’ of the recent night game were the 
direct cause of the rupture of relations, some important factors 
stand out. They are based on fact and sound speculation, although 
some persons will try to write fiction into them. 
Not necessarily in the order of importance they are: 
1. There was a feeling among many folks in Highland that their 
high school football team was playing “out of its class” against 
Kingston. 
2. There is reason to believe that Highland High School officials 
had beep seeking an “out” and the rumpus of Sept. 23 was a custom 
fitted, tailor made situation. 
3. It is a m atter of record that Highland High was the last tram 
to confirm its 1953 schedule commitments with Kingston High. As a 
m atter of fact the Highlanders didn’t say yes we’ll be there until 
some time in January of this year. 
This was an unusual circumstance, particularly in view' of the 
fact that the series had been carrying over lor a number ot years and 
it was generally accepted that Highland would continue to grace the 
Maroon schedule.

Football has suffered at Highland High because of frequent 
changes in the coaching staff, exposing tin* players to new 
theories, new formations and styles of play year after year. A 
one-year term seemed par for the course. 
In the days when Frank LaFalce guided their football fortunes— 
and certainly in the Bill Burke era—Highland was a man sized op­ 
ponent for the Maroon. Even Burke found LaFalce’s aggregations 
hard to handle. As a matter of fact. Frank broke even with his old 
boss in five outings, two wins, two losses and a tie. 
Who will ever forget the tremendous victory LaFalce scored over 
Kingston High and Burke the day Bill returned to Highland for the 
first time in the role of an opposing coach?

W hile area high schools, notably Poughkeepsie and Port Jervis, 
justifiably complain about the mounting difficulty of booking an 
8-game football schedule, Kingston H igh’s 1954 slate is fairly well 
set, Coach G. Warren Kias reports. 
Seven schools on this year’s schedule return next year and the 
vacancy created by the sudden departure of Highland High will be 
filled before the next campaign rolls around. 
All of which prompts one to ask a fair question: 
How •sudden’ was Highland’s exodus from the Kingston foot­ 
ball family circle? 
In ail fairness to both schools, and to expose the popular 
theory that the ‘incidents’ of the recent night game were the 
direct cause of the rupture of relations, some important factors 
stand out. They are based on fact and sound speculation, although 
some persons will try to write fiction into them. 
Not necessarily in the order of importance they are: 
1. There was a feeling among many folks in Highland that their 
high school football team was playing “out of its class” against 
Kingston. 
2. There is reason to believe that Highland High School officials 
had beep seeking an “out” and the rumpus of Sept. 25 was a custom 
fitted, tailor made situation. 
3. It is a m atter of record that Highland High was the last team 
to confirm its 1953 schedule commitments with Kingston High. As a 
m atter of fact the Highlanders didn’t say yes we’ll be there until 
some time in January of this year. 
This was an unusual circumstance, particularly in view of the 
fact that the series had been carrying over for a number of years and 
it was generally accepted that Highland would continue to grace the 
Maroon schedule. 
The obvious inference was that Highland was shopping around 
for a new opponent to replace Kingston. And even might have done so 
if the incumbent coach remained. 
When Frank Hamblet was appointed new coach, the thinking 
might have ucen revised. One thing is a m atter ot history. The series 
did continue when it might have been cut off abruptly without High­ 
land waiting for any provocation. 


• O ut of Its Class? M aybe: 


The theory that Kingston High is out of Highland’s class in 
football has some merit. Following the 1953 opener in which they 
absorbed a healthy pasting at the hands of Kingston, the south­ 
ern Ulster gridders have scored three impressive victories against 
opponents in their own classification. 
Football has suffered at Highland High because of frequent 
changes in the coaching staff', exposing the players to new 
theories, new formations and styles of play year after year. A 
one-year term seem ed par for the course. 
In the days when Frank LaFalce guided their football fortunes— 
and certainly in the Bill Burke era—Highland was a man sized op­ 
ponent for the Maroon. Even Burke found LaFalce's aggregations 
hard to handle. As a m atter of fact, Frank broke even with his old 
boss in five outings, two wins, two losses and a tie. 
Who will ever forget the tremendous victory LaFalce scored over 
Kingston High and Burke the day Bill returned to Highland for the 
first time in the role of an opposing coach? It was an unforgettable 
I experience for this observer who, by happenstance, was seated in the 
midst of several rabid Highland rooters. They seared our ears for 
four full quarters. 


• Lean Days Since La F alce: 


But Highland football fell upon lean days after LaFalce left 
to earn greater fame in upstate New York. None of his succes­ 
sors was able to match LaFalce’s record on the gridiron. The 
declining fortunes was evident in the lopsided scores in Kings­ 
ton’s favor in recent seasons. 
Some of these observations will not bo the cause of universal re­ 
joicing among Highland fans and officials. But if many of them are 
sincere and honest about the subject, they will adm it a growing feel­ 
ing toward dropping Kingston from the football schedule. 
We do not condone the behavior of a few Kingston High 
School students on that regrettable night of Sept. 25. On the 
other hand it would be unfair to the faets to give perpetual com­ 
fort to the popular belief that the “incident” was the sole factor 
that led to the break in relations. It merely hastened it.

To the non-shooter, guns are 
not only a shade dangerous but 
j also more than a shade mysteri­ 
ous. And even the fraternity who 
enjoy burning powder now- and 
again perpetuate bits of mysteri­ 
ous nonsense. They probably do 
no great harm, but there’s no 
point in keeping them alive. 
Take for example the whopper 
about 
the 
steel 
cleaning 
rod. 
! Scratch the twice-a-year shooter 
and he’ll tell you that a solid 
steel cleaning rod is a mighty 
poor tool. He’ll say it will wear 
those important squirly-gigs, the 
lands, out of a rifle or handgun 
barrel. 
In practical terms that's 
sheer poppycock. 
Vulnerable Itself 
One of the major faults of the 
cleaning rod of soft metal is that 
it will itself be scratched on the 
: land edges, then may later pick 
¡ up dust and harsh grit to be car­ 
ried into the bore and give your 
barrel the dubious benefits of an 
emery treatment. 
The 
harder 
steel 
rod 
stays 
smooth, picks up no abrasives. 
Being stiffer, it snakes and flexes 
less when you’re 
ramming 
an 
oversize patch through the bore, 
hence is less likely to scar either 
| the throat of the barrel or the 
extreme muzzle ends of thé lands. 
Then there’s the common fetish 
that a barrel must be cleaned 
more or less instantly after every 
use, lest it corrode and acquire a 
bore as rough as a barnacled 
barge bottom. In earlier years 
prompt cleaning and oiling was a 
vital necessity. Black powders de­ 
posited a gummy soot which soon 
fouled the bore beyond the point 
of reasonable accuracy. The cor- 
¡ rosive 
primers 
in 
general 
use 
' during the first quarter of this 
century forced prompt attention 
because in firing they deposited 
potassium salts along the bore. 
These in turn picked up moisture 
/rom the air, causing rapid rust­ 
ing and pitting. But the residues 
from today’s priming compounds 
and powders are non-hygroscopic, 
do not abosorb atmospheric hu­ 
midity. In fact, their chemistry 
has certain anti-corrosion effects 
more or less built in. 
Not Bad Idea 
This doesn’t mean that a cen- 
ter-flre rifle shouldn’t be cleaned 
with 
nitro-solvents 
fairly 
soon 
after you shoot it. And it doesn’t 
mean that you can use a gun of 
any sort in wet weather, without 
giving it anti-rust attention inside 
as well as out. 
Yet a shotgun used and stored 
under reasonably dry conditions 
can go without a bore-scrubbing 
for months and many rounds of 
shooting. 
Often 
mine 
are 
not 
bore-cleaned until I strip them 
down for a careful cleaning and 
re-lubrication of the action. A .32 
rimfire, under the right dry-air 
conditions, can be treated the 
same way. 
Gun cleaning is still a neces­ 
sity—and 
to 
most 
shooters 
a 
pleasure.
